A per¬ 
mit is required in most regions 
and it is much better to seek 
the advice of the fire depart¬ 
ment. If a chance is taken, let 
the fire fighters be the goats. 

Good news bos reoched the 
ears of this reporter. While vis¬ 
iting Dick Lees in the office of 
Tom Necde, Dick informed me 
that a new insurance rate is 
about to become effective and 
this rote will be a substantial 
drop. Our record of few fires 
and low fire loss con claim 
some of the credit for this. 
Dick and Tom both gave an ex¬ 
pression of approval of the 
"FIRE FLAMES" column which 
appears regularly in the Sierra 
Madre News, and said many 
fine things about the entire 
fire fighter's organization of 
Sierra Madre.

Surely you know K, black 
ware with a satiny shine—its 
designs frosted on the surface? 
It is coveted by collectors and 
museums. 

Finest of all pieces are made 
by Maria Martinez, Pueblo In¬ 
dian of San Ildefonso which is 
near Santa Fe N. M. (I never 
was able to afford more than 
three pieces—by Maria’s cous¬ 
ins—distant.) 

Maria’s secret lies in firing 
of the red clay to produce the 
black .sheen. No glaze is used. 
When she has completed a se¬ 
ries of vessels, Maria sets them 
on a rack for firing, sprinkles 
them with corn meal and prays 
for success. 

The fire is kindled, abundant 
smoke provided, and 20 minu¬ 
tes later Maria completely cov¬ 
ers the little rack with a fine 
fuel, making-and 
forcing smoke into the pottery. 
The carbon of the smoke is 
driven into the pots and gives 
them their rare color.

''Moral responsibility" of the 
State for on automobile acci¬ 
dent in which a Sierra Madre 
woman was seriously injured 
was chcnrged by City Judge 
John C. Mead Monday os he 
fined the 80-yeor-old driver 
$100 and recommended suspen¬ 
sion of his operator's license. 
Half the fine was suspended. 

In an unusual statement ac¬ 
companying the sentencing of 
David L. Humphreys, Santa 
Rosa, found guilty by a Sier¬ 
ra Madre jury June 16 of run¬ 
ning into Mrs. Ida Mattice, 38 
Auburn Ave., Judge Mead re¬ 
viewed the circumstances of 
the accident and concluded 
that nothing would be gained 
by more severe punishment. 
He implied that Mr. Humph¬ 
reys should not have had a 
driver’s license and said “it is 
the court’s opinion that the 
operator’s license should be 
revoked and that the State 
of California should share in 
the moral re.sponsibility for 
this accident.” 

Part of his statement fol¬ 
lows: 

“The Court is unable to 
determine that the evidence 
showed a flagrant violation of 
the provisions of the Vehicle 
Code. The testimony of the wit¬ 
nesses did not show that the 
defendant was speeding or 
violating any of the provisions 
or elements which constitute 
reckless driving. The uncontra¬ 
dicted testimony of the defend¬ 
ant was to the effect that he 
was not exceeding “fourteen or 
fifteen” miles per hour at a 
time when there was yet day¬ 
light. The defendant further 
testified that he did not see 
the injured person before the 
collision and that his first 
knowledge of it was at the 
time he felt the impact. 

“It is most unfortunate that 
Mrs. Mattice did suffer severe 
injuries as the result of the 
accident and the Court is reli¬ 
ably informed by counsel that 
the defendant has responded in 
damages for injuries, suffering 
and expenses of Mrs. Mattice. 

“Punishment of Mr. Humph¬ 
reys by this Court will not aid 
the injured person in any man¬ 
ner. He is 80 years of age. He 
is now and was at the time 
of the accident the possessor of 
an operator’s license issued by 
the Motor Vehicle Department 
of the State of California. It is 
the Court’s opinion that the 
operator's license should be 
revoked and that the State of 
California should share the 
moral responsibility for this ac¬ 
cident.”

The case of Princess vs.

Peterson acted as both defend¬ 
ant and counsel for the defense, 
Mead as judge, prosecutor, and 
collector of fines. There wasn’t 
a lawyer in the house. 

Admitting Princess had been 
an occasional visitor, Peterson 
denied she was ever an over¬ 
night guest and challenged 
anyone to prove she was re-
